prairie ohickens can be law fully killed before 
th e first of November, and turkey, pheasan t and 
woodcock are not to be k illed a t all. 
In M is­ 
souri, prairie chicken, woodcock and deer m ay 
be shot from now u n til F ebruary and exposed 
for sale w ithout violating th e law. 
The n um ber of prairie chickens in m ost cou n ­ 
tie s of K ansas is reported to be very large th is 
year. 
T his is also tim e of quail. 
T here are still 
m any w ild turkeys in M issouri, an d they m ay 
be shot aftf r th e fifteenth o r th is m onth. 
T here 
are also doer in the Ozark regions, and bear. 
T he la tte r can be shot all 1 he year round, pro­ 
vided the h u n te r h assk ill and nerve enough. T he 
follow ing are th e game law s or M issouri, K ansas 
and Iow a: 
Missouju —Prairie chickens can be lawfully killed 
and exnosed for sale from Septem ber I to February 
3. Quail and pheasants irom October 15 to F ebru­ 
ary 1. Woodcock from July 1 to February 10. \Vri d 
turkey from f-opV mbyr 15 to March 1. Doer from 
6ept » mber 1 to January 15. 
Iov< a—P rairie chicken August 15 to December 1. 
Pheasant, wild turkey and quail October i to Janu­ 
a ry]. Woodcock July Id to January 1. Deer Sep- 
te o.b r 1 t> Jan u ary 1. 
Kansas —Quail November 1 to January 1. Prairie 
chickens Septem ber 1 to December 1. Wild tu r­ 
key, pheasant and woodcock not to be killed at all.

T h 3 G erm ans then again fired 
th eir vessel

steam er, placed a prize crew on board the bark 
an t took her in tow, and bore up for H alifax.

to restore to B acon the great literary pa - J

O f course M r. D o n n e lly is prepared to 
liave hi» ? theory combatted at every point. 
The critics w ill swoop down upon his 
book without mercy. 
They arc not pre­ 
pared to give up the long-accepted nation

S h a k e sp e a r e 
is 
the author of j 
S h a k e s p e a r e ’s plays and sonnets. 
The Donnelly theory will convince some, 
and others it will confirm in their old be­ 
lief, bnt in any event there can be no doubt ;

August upon the domestic money question. 
“ The relation of money,” she says, “ is but ono 
of the many relations that should feel the be­ 
nign and shaping touch of woman. 
It is chiefly 
important because of its ministering power, be­ 
cause it is servant of servants to its brethern. 
It ia not to be disposed of by setting up a sep­ 
arate purse, any more than by setting up a sep­ 
arate child. 
If a man counts a woman fit to be 
the mother of his children, it is little that she 
should bo ht to expend money for their rearing. 
If a man is gentle and soft enough to come into 
tender contact with his little children, he must 
bo malleable enough to be shaped aright in re­ 
gard to the money they and their mother re­ 
quire. 
Of course, if a man is overbrutal and, 
the mother oversilly, there must bo disaster, 
whether there be one purse or twenty, or none. 
There may well be women who have' no sense 
about money, just as there are woman who do 
not know how to bring up children. 
It is a de­ 
fect of character. 
Such women are a failure in 
proportion to their defects, and their defective 
work, it can not bo denied, is evil. But if both 
husband and wife are of the common tvpe, 
honest, sincere, devoted, and fairly sensible, a 
patient, continuous, and not unlovely process 
of consultation aud compromise will bring them 
eventually into a clear understanding of re­ 
lative values.

But it is evident tha t it has kept a breast of the 
wonderful advance of the city. The record of 
a circula tion of nea rly 28,000 seem s to occa sion 
no flutter, but is rather regarded as the n a t­ 
ural evolution of effect from cause. 
B. J. Dela p la ne 
, Lero y, K a s.— Kansas 
City is indeed the centre of the west, and su p ­ 
plies tho entire sta te of Kansas w ith a lm ost 
everything im a gina ble. 
Why only yesterda y a 
man in our tow n had to send to Kansas City for 
a barber, a dista nce of som ething over one hun­ 
dred m iles. 
This is only one of the “ a rticies” 
which Kansas City supplies to the great w est. 
We recognize the fa ct tha t the Kansas tow ns are 
booming, but rely 011 none of them for merchan­ 
dise to the exten t tha t wo do Kansas City. 
Hr. B. Everha rt—The price 
charged for 
brick is grea tly interfering w ith building work 
in Kansas City. 
I know' of many persons who 
intended to put up large building s this sea son 
who have g iven up the idea on a ccount of the 
price of brick. W ith brick at $ 13 per one thou­ 
sand, where in previous years it has been $ 5, 
the cost of building is made outra g eously hi ch. 
The brick men here seem to have formed a pool, 
and you ca n’t buy of one any lower than a n­ 
other. They are ma king m oney out of those 
who are nutting up building s uow, bnt I think 
thev w ill lose in tho long run. 
Hug h Lynch— T h e county officia ls in ­ 
spected the county poor house yesterda y. 
A 
rig id exa m ina tion was made of all the different 
depa rtm ents, aud a remarkable show ing wfas 
discovered. 
We found tha t there was an un­ 
precedented growth of cereals on the farm, the 
crops of whea t and corn being larger and better 
tha n in any previous years. 
The pota to crop is 
in an excellent condition, and w ill be so large 
tha t more thau one ha lf of it w ill be sold. The 
proceeds w ill more than exceed the expenses of 
keeping the paupers. 
Tho county poor house 
can be run this yesr w ithout one 
cent being 
contributed by t he county court. 
In view of 
the recent exposures of im proper pra ctices at 
the hospita ls in th is city, the county poor house 
sta nds out as a bright exa m ole of what shrewd 
m a na g em ent can do. 
W. O. Huck ett—Tho Humane society is 
badly in need of funds. 
The society is sup­ 
ported by volunta ry contributions, and all con ­ 
tributors are members. 
We are doing a good 
deal of work; in fact the ag ent,iT. S. McMillan, 
frequently is busy from 7 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing until 11 o’clock at night. 
La st month I paid 
him half his salary out of my own pocket, and 
this month w ill have to do the same, as there is 
no m oney in the treasury. 
The city pa ys half 
his salary, w ith the understa nding tha t he is to 
perform whatever duties tho police com m ission­ 
ers may require him to do. He is subject to a 
call from the chief of police a t any tim e to do 
police duty. The humane people of Kansas City 
should come forward and see tha t the good work 
is carried on.

T h e R ea son W hy Som e H u sb a n d s A re Q uiet

a nd S ed a te. 
From tho Fortnightly Review. 
Tho admixture of different tempers among 
the brothers and sisters of tho same family is a 
notable fact duo to various causes which act in 
different directions. 
It is best to consider them 
before we proceed to collect evidence and at­ 
tempt its interpretation. 
It is clear enough, 
and may bo taken for granted, that the tempers 
of progenitors do not readily blend in the off­ 
spring, but that some of the children take 
mainly after ono of them, some after another, 
but with a few threads, as it were, of various 
ancestral tempers woven in, which occasionally 
manifest themselves. If no other influences in­ 
tervened, the tempers of the children in the 
samo family wrould on this account be almost as 
varied as those of their ancestors, who married 
at haphazard, so far as their tempers wore con­ 
cerned; thereforo the numbers of good and bad 
children in families would be regulated bv the 
same laws of chance that apply to a gambling 
table. 
But there are other influences to be 
considered. 
There is a well-known tendency 
to family likeness among brothers and sisters 
which is not duo to the blending of ancestral 
peculiarities, but to the propoteneo of one of 
the progenitors, who has stamped more than 
his or her fair sharo of qualities upon the chil­ 
dren. 
It may also bo due to a familiar occur­ 
rence that deserves but has not yet received a 
distinctive name—namely, where all the chil­ 
dren aro alike and yet their common likeness 
can not be traced to their progenitors. A new 
variety lias come into existence through a pro­ 
cess not of individual but of “ cofraternal” vari­ 
ation. 
The most strongly marked family type 
that I have personally met with first arose* si­ 
multaneously in tho three brothers of a family 
who transmitted their peculiarities with uh uh 
- 
ual tenacity to numerous descendants through 
at least two generations. 
Other influences act 
in antagonism to the foregoing; they are the 
events of domestic life, which instead of assim­ 
ilating tempers tend to accentuate slight differ­ 
ences in them. 
Thus if some members of a 
family are a little submissive by nature, others 
who are naturally a little domineering aro 
tempted to become more so. 
Then the acquired 
habit of dictation in these reacts upon the oth­ 
ers and makes them still more submissive. 
In 
the collection I made of histories of twins who 
were closelv alike, tho statement was constantly 
met with that one of the twins was guided by 
the other. 
I suppose that after their many 
childish struggles for supremacy, each finally 
discevered his own relative strength of charac­ 
ter and thenceforth the stronger developed into 
the leader, while tho weaker contentedly sub­ 
sided into the position of being led. 
Again, it 
is sometimes observed that a member of an 
easy-going family discovers that he or she may 
exercise considerable power by adopting the 
habit of being persistently disagreeable when­ 
ever he or she does not get tho first and best of 
everything. 
Som« ~wives contrive to tyrannize 
over husbands who are mild and sensitive, who 
hate family Beene'S and dread the disgrace at­ 
tending them, by holding themselves in readi­ 
ness to fly into a passion whenever their wishes 
are withstood. 
They thus acquire a habit of 
“ breaking out,” to use a term familiar to the 
warders of female prisons and lunatic asylums, 
and though their relatives and connections 
would describe their tempers by severe epithets, 
yet if they had married masterful husbands 
their characters might have developed moro 
favorably. 


T lio F irst W a ltz.

A DREAM OF T H E FU TU R E. 


O ne o f N ew Y ork's B u siest M en M a kes Som e 
P redictions. 
From Henry Clews’s Personal Recollections. 
Suppose wo look 100 years ahead, aud, cal­ 
culating upon the factors and experiences of the 
last 100 years, imagine what tho picture will be 
of this town as a city, and this people as a na­ 
tion. 
I believe that 100 years hence the era of 
bridges between this city and those which ad­ 
join it across the rivers will have passed away 
and that instead of one or two 01* live bridges 
across the East Kiver, we will havo pneumatic 
tubes at every pier, and T believe the samo will 
be true on either side and tho end of the island. 
These tubes will spread from New York as the 
veins in the human body spread out and are 
supplied from the heart; for New York is not 
only the business heart of this country, but it is 
destined to be, so surety as God permits growth, 
the business heart of tho world, and the money 
center of tho world. 
And the veins from this 
center will distribute tho blood all over, and in 
all directions. 
Through these pneumatic tubes 
1 bolievo there will be almost instantaneous 
communination or transportation of people 
lrom one point to another. 
Nor will this be 
confined to Now J fork city only. In tho near fu­ 
ture the Trunk Lino raliroad to leading points, 
such as W ashington, Philadelphia, Boston and 
Chicago, will probably run trains at tho rate of 
100 miles an hour, and even this will only be a 
beginning. 
To admit of this steel rails will be 
required of double their present weight, and 
the wheels mxist be proportionately massive and 
strong. The risk attendant upon such increased 
speed will be no greater than the ordinary 
speed of the present day, say forty miles an 
hour. 
But the time will como, during the next fivo 
generations, when the pneumatic tubes will ex­ 
tend from here to these central points of the 
east and the west and tho south; and it will be 
possible for a man to leave New York at 
7 
0 clock and go to Chicago for breakfast, trans­ 
act his business and return to New York for 
lunch or business appointment by 12 o’olock, 
noon, of tho same day. 
Of course, one of the 
problems to be solved in connection with this 
sort of meteoric speed will bo to supply air for 
breathing purposes, and the same compressed 
air which will shoot the carriage through tho 
tube will bo in some form utilized for the pur­ 
pose. 
This, however, only for a period, for I 
think tho time must come when electricity will 
be the one motive power of this country and 
the world, so far as the transportation of peo­ 
ple and property is concerned. 
Time is money, 
and the American idea is to save time. 
We now 
wasto little enough of it in all conscience. 
The 
greatest business of the world, that of the Now' 
lork Stock Exchange, is already compressed 
into fivo hours’ time; and yet it is a business in 
which tho most trivial error or accident, be­ 
cause of haste, might cause losses of millions. 
The obliteration of timo is a necessity of Ameri­ 
can enterprise. 
When electricity is made the general propel- 
ling power, it is likely that a stationary engine 
will be located at Niagara Falls, and the force 
and power of those waters utilized to supply 
all the needed propolling power for this state, 
if not even beyond, to removed and far-off sec­ 
tions of our country. 
I hoard it once said by 
an intelligent authority, that it had been pre­ 
dicted that instead of the coal mines of this 
country sending their products hundreds and 
thousands of miles away, for transportation 
power, at a great expense, a stationary engine 
would be located at the mouth of the mine, and 
the power derived from tho coal transmitted 
therefrom over an electric wire. 
This would, 
indeed, bo a great transformation, and a great 
improvement and a great economy. 
But a 
greater change, one quite as likely in the fu­ 
ture, and perhaps possibly within tho lifo-time 
of 
some 
of 
our 
children, will 
bo 
the 
obolition of railroads by tho pneumatic tube 
process, and tho transmission of powers as 1 
have suggested. 
A hundred years hence the people who then 
occupy our places will look upon us as prim­ 
itive and crude, or, in accordance with the Dar­ 
winian theory, as the monkeys from which 
their perfected race has beeu developed. 
In 
fact there is a good deal of Darwinism in our 
development in a business sense if not In a 
human sense. 
As tho surroundings grow so 
does tho intellect of the human race, and there 
is no telling what wo may do or what we mav 
become—provided w'o live long enough. 
We 
have plenty of room, plenty of power, plenty 
of natural ability, and wo make our own op­ 
portunities: all we lack iu this world is timo 
and perfect science, and if time is given us wo 
may bo able to show what giants of enterprise a 
free people may become; that as tho first choice 
of God’s creation, wo lack nothing. 
Tho city of New York donated to the govern­ 
ment the site in the City Hall Park where the 
New York postoftice now stands. 
It was the 
original intention that the building should bo 
only three stories in height. 
Tho capping was 
already on, ami the roof was in the primitive 
stages of construction, when, walking down 
Broadway one morning, as I passed tho struc­ 
ture, the thought occurred to mo that, for a 
building of its size and heavy granite exterior, 
its height was disproportionate, aud gave it a 
dwarfed appearance and a lack of symmetry. 
Besides that, whatever spaco could be added to 
it by tho increase to its height, even though the 
additional room might be a surplus for the timo 
being, the timo would soon como when even 
more would bo needed. 
I wrote to Architect 
Mullet, calling his attention to these facts, and 
insisting that, in confining tho building to throe 
stories, he was making a mistake; that it was 
not iu keeping with tho magnificence of the 
structure; that it should havo one or moro addi­ 
tional stories, with a mansard addition besides, 
and that the business experience of the past most 
certainly demonstrated that the room would 
soon be needed by tho government for the prop­ 
er conduct of its’affairs iu this, the greatest 
business center of the country. 
Within a week 
Mr Mullet called to see me, and I convinced 
him that I was correct in my criticism and pre­ 
dictions. 
He said, in reply: “ But there is no 
appropriation; the money appropriated is ex­ 
hausted, and the building cau not be enlarged.” 
1 asked him: “ Well, what is necessary to be 
done in the matter? Suppose 1 write to Mr, 
Boutwell, the secretary of the treasury, about 
it, and urge .that tho building bo enlarged as I 
suggest.” Mr. Mullet approved of the sugges­ 
tion, and I added: “ I wilt write to several mem­ 
bers of congress to tho samo effect.” This I did, 
and it was not long afterward that Mr. Mullet 
informed me that my efforts in the matter had 
been successful, and ho had received orders to 
go ahead and make tho building four stories in 
height, with a mansard roof story besides.

On the one side lies the bay aud tho existing 
city; on the other the site of the city of the 
futuro and tho blue waters of the Pacific Ocean, 
while to the north grim Tamalpais raises its 
lofty head, and on tho south thousands of valu- 
ble acres lie. These peaks occupy a most cen­ 
tral position, immediately between what will in 
a few years bo tho old city and tho new; be- 
twoen the city proper and the outside lands of 
Southside. 
Upon 
the higher of the Twin 
Peaks 
is 
to be 
erected 
tho 
Goddess 
of tho Slope, and work is now progressing !to 
cut out a foundation in the solid rock. 
Tho 
peak, as the Chro nicle furnishing these data 
explains, is the samo distance from tlio bav on 
the north as from the bay 011 the east and the 
ocean on the west, or about three miles each 
way, and there is no elevated point which has 
so central a position. 
The height of tho higher 
of the two peaks ia 9 65 feet, being forty feet 
higher than the sister peak. 
When the torch is 
lighted its silver rays will be shed from a cen­ 
ter 1,000 feet above the aea level, aud the ad­ 
vantages and effect of such a beacon cannot be 
overestimated. 
Tho sister Statue of Liberty on 
Bedloe’s Island, the gift of the French republic, 
although a far larger figure, ia only 30G feet 
above the aea level. 
The two peaks woro known in early days 
as 
Las 
Papas, 
or 
the 
breasts,' 
and 
by tho mission fathers were called the Bosom 
oi‘ the Virgin. 
The name is a very apt one, as 
from a certain point of view the two peaks pre­ 
sent the graceful curves of the female bosom 
and immediately suggest tho likeness which has 
given them their nanie. 
The statue to bo placed on the peak summit 
ought possibly to bo called a group, as there 
will be two figures, ono erect and tho other 
prone. 
The erect figure is that of a woman 
holding aloft in her right hand a torch, tho arm 
being inclined, and the torch of much the same 
style as that of Bartholdi’s figure. 
Iu her left 
hand outstretched she holds the sword of jus­ 
tice. Lying at tho feet of Liberty ia a nude 
male figure representing despotism or anarchy 
aud striving to clutch tho sword held high 
above hia head. The female figure ia draped in 
Grecian dress, and the expression of tho face 
has been very happily hit, while the features of 
the fallon despot express intense hatred and 
mal!ghity combined with an appearance of ef­ 
fort to tear down tho uplifted arm. The figures 
will be from tho base to the 
top of tho 
torch eighteen feet high, 
well-propoi*tioned 
and 
effectively 
grouped. 
The 
pedestal 
will be twenty feet high with a plinth round tho 
bottom and plain cornice at tho top. 
The base 
will be eleven feet square, and the top seven 
feet square. 
Tho rock 011 which the entire 
structure rests will be trimmed and hoveled for 
a depth of fivo foot. 
The corners of the pedes­ 
tal will be of dressed stone for the entire height, 
the panels being roughly faced. 
Tho material 
of construction for both figures and pedestal 
will bo bluish sandstone. 
Tho cost of the 
figures is set down at ^5,000. 
The cost of tho 
whole, including tho electric apparatus neces­ 
sary for a powerful light, may lo set down at 
double the sum, which, of course, does not in­ 
c lu d e the cost of road construction. 
Tho de­ 
signs are those of a young German architect, 
Gustav Behrend. 
The sculpture of the figures 
will be done by a youug German named Ludwig 
Ophlman. The entire work w ill tako upward of 
two months to complete.

DISSIPATION PRODUCES IT. 


A P rom inent D octor D iscu sses M a la ria a nd 
S u g g ests a lien ied y. 
“ I am full of malaria,” ia one of the moat hard- 
worn of the expressions with which tho numer­ 
ous class of people who have begun to feel the 
effects of physiological offenses bore their fel­ 
low men. 
The doctors say “ malaria” is a much 
abused term. 
Certain it is that it ia a much 
usod term. 
^Nhon Dr. Gib Carson, secretary of the St 
Louis board of health, was asked yesterday 
what it wras, and in what localitiea it was most 
likely to exiat, he replied: 
‘ I don’t know*. 
The only man who ever knew 
is dead.” 
Every now and then a burial certificate con­ 
tains as the_ cause of death “ malarial fever.” 
But those give no trace of the locality in which 
the disease nourishes most. They come from ail 
parts of the citv, and the distribu tionis quite 
equal. 
ahuse themselves in various ways 
until their systems quit acting harmoniously,” 
a prominent physician explained, “ aud in nmo 
cases out of ten tho first ill-feeling that sets in 
is, according to their diagnosis of the case, 
malaria. 
Ihe women dance too much or take 
no exercise, laco tightly, keeping unseemly 
hours, eat irregularly, and sleep in poorly ven­ 
tilated rooms; while the men carouse about 
town till morning and eat and driuk to excess. 
Then they have malaria. 
Eight out of ten of 
tho cases of alioged malaria among men is 
caused by drinking whisky. 
Their system be­ 
come weakened and they suffer from geueral 
disorder. ” 
“ Why don’t the doctors wipe out tho mistaken 
idea of the disease? ” 
“ Well, it would frequently throw the ‘malaria’ 
sufferer into a passion to toll him what ails him. 
That would not bo a violation of professional 
ethics, but it would be unnecessary. 
Tho doc­ 
tor can just as well go on treating him for his 
real ailment and lot him believe he has fashion­ 
able malaria. 
That is tho policy view of tho 
case. Malaria is a big thing in this country 
now, and to reduce it to its natural proportions 
would require united action on the part of the 
profession.” 
“ Is thero any real malaria? ” 
“ 1 here is a class of diseases that may as well 
bo called malaria as anything else. 
The word 
malaria suggests bad air, and it is generally be- 
lieved that- swamp land produces the disease. 
1 ho Mississippi valley is considered a hotbed 
for it. Northern Indiana’s low, swampy spots 
and clay soil should be one of the most fertile 
malarial regions, according to tho generally ac­ 
cepted idea of the generation of it in this coun­ 
try. But it is not. 
The Ohio valley was once 
notorious as a malaria factory. 
‘ i here are a score of systems for malaria, 
but uono of them seem capable of standing a 
test. 
A certain Roman professor 8ays the dis­ 
ease is duo to a vegetable germ which certain 
conditions call into life. 
He claims that it is 
found in all kinds of soil, and that a warm, 
humid air, the oxygen of which being allowed 
to como iu contact with the germs, will quicken 
thorn into lifo. ” 
“ la there a cure for genuine malaria? ” 
“ Quinine will knock out pure malaria. That is, 
if there is no complication of diseases or uono 
of the causes existing that produce fashionable 
malaria.” 


A dvice as to C orsets. 
The corset is such an important accessory to 
the toilet of a lady of the present day, says The 
Sea so n, that we intend to offer a few words of 
advice as to the choice of such a weight}’ article 
of dress. 
la ir ladies, if your corsets fits badly your 
bodice cannot fit well, and your skirts will 
hang ungracefully; again, if your corset ia only 
au instrument of torture, it will affect your 
temper and your health. 
A whole chapter 
might be written on the evil effects of a pair of 
ill-fitting stays as impairing the nerves, and as 
affecting the mind and manners, but aa space 
fails wo must go on to show how this misfor­ 
tune—ao to apeak—may be avoided. 
Have your 
corset made to measure by a good stay-makor, 
ladies young and old, and do not 
purchase 
ready-made stays. 
We know many who scorn 
the idea of being measured for a corset, and 
pride themselves upon wearing an article of 
this kind bought at a fashionable shop, suppos­ 
ing for this reason that their figure has ac­ 
quired the desired and fashionable chic. 
We 
do not mean to assert that no good-fitting stays 
are to bo had ready-made, for there are excel­ 
lent, makers, who can judge at a glauce what 
will suit, the person before them, or who are 
able to make the necessary B ligh t alterations 
with talent and skill, but wo do not mean to 
affirm that it is always safer and better to be 
measured. If more care were taken that a pair 
of stayB should be made exactly according to 
;he desired figure, so as to press in uo part to 
its disadvantane, we should not hoar ao often 
tho remark from really good and clever dress­ 
makers that it is impossible for such and auch 
a lady's dresses to fit properly on account of 
her ill-made stays. 
The best existing stuff for making corsets is 
fine linen, or unlined drill, yet many stavmak- 
ers of reputation still recommend tho old-fash­ 
ioned jean as being more elastic and pliable. 
Faille and satin are much favored materials, be­ 
ing especially suitable for wearing with toilets 
for the evening or for full-dresa occasions. The 
same may be said of net and similar thin text­ 
ures; lately, indeed, they have been thought 
“ quite tho thing” for seaside corsets. 
Satiu 
frame aud thick woolen or cotton stuffa have 
been worn for several years, yet are too thick 
and heavy to our mind—woolen corsets, it may 
be necessary to observe, aro included in the 
list of underclothing a la J aeger, and are said to 
bo very healthful for those who suffer from 
rheumatism aud like diseases. 
Corset bodices havo lately been brought out 
for children and young girls, and can not be too 
highly recommended. 
They are not only made 
most beautifully, but shaped on such rational 
principles, and have so few whalebonea, that 
they merely give a necessary support without 
pressure to a growing figure. 
Being buttoned 
at the back and not laced is also a great advan­ 
tage, as it prevents tho corset being drawn in 
unduly at the waist. 
The shoulder straps aro 
•ul juHtable and may a!-<> tn removed at will. 
Corsets of the same kind are also made for la­ 
dies, only that the fronts of these aro often but­ 
toned and the back laced, but they may also be 
had with soft busk fronts. 
Stays' with elastic 
springs in front or at the aides are most useful 
for wearing in the morning, and at times when 
ladies are iu delicate health. 
Never were seen so many shaped corsets as 
now, and it would be impossible to describe the 
different makes, but, although on most the fig­ 
ure seems to havo been studied to perfection, 
yet it is also advisable to order stays worn with 
tight-fitting and evening dresses to be mado 
after a idven measure and size.

N ew Yo r k . Aug. 3 1 .—One may be in ­ 
terested in a yacht race if 1 iq do esn't kno w the 
bo bstay fro m the tea-kett’.o halliards, which is 
pro ven by the fact that many ladies are deeply 
co ncerned abo ut the Thistle and the Vo lunteer. 
Their interest is partly due to the patrio tism 
inherited fro m o ur Puritan mo thers and partly 
to the peculiarity o f tho Vo lunteer’s sails. They 
are made o t silk, and the ladies are already ask­ 
ing whether they are cut o ut o n the bias o r 
go red, while Wo rth is said to be at wo rk o n a 
spinnaker o verskirt that can be run o ut in fair 
wc-ather o n the avenue o r hauled o n bo ard when 
It co mes o nto blo w. All New Yo rk is talkine 
abo ut the rival yachts, and will co ntinue to talk 
o f them till lo ng after the questio n o f superio r­ 
ity is settled. Meanwhile, the Vo lunteer o ut­ 
sails her Mister slo o ps in the races o ff the New 
England 
co ast. 
There 
is 
no do ubt that 
s^o excels 
the 
Mayflo wer far mo re than 
that 
craft 
surpassed 
the 
Puritan. 
Mating this fact, I recall a so mewhat startling 
statem ent which an excellent autho rity 
o n 
yachting made to me no t lo ng ago in Bo sto n, 
lie was intimately acquainted with the wo rk o f 
Mr. Burgess, and had fo rmed a theo ry o f the 
co ntinued success o f his bo ats. He did no t be­ 
lieve that the advance in Mr. Bureess's skill 
was due simply to kno wledge derived fro m ex­ 
perience. In o ther wo rds ho did no t believe 
that Mr. Burgess, having embo died in the Puri­ 
tan his best idea o f yacht building, was enabled 
by her perfo rmance to avo id mistakes and make 
the Mayflo wer a revised and co rrected Puritan. 
In a general way, it wo uld no t be wo nderful to 
see so careful a student o f his pro fessio n as Mr. 
Burgess is. Impro ve with each succeeding year 
but my expert thinks that there is a deeper rea­ 
so n why the famo us deigner's ladder o f success 
has no bro ken ro unds. He said: “I believe 
that the Vo lunteer in all her perfectio n (o r even 
perhaps a better bo at), was in Mr. Burgess’s 
mind when he drew the then wo nderful lines o f 
the Puritan. Yacht building is no .lo nger a me­ 
chanical o ccupatio n. 
It has its hypo theses, 
theo ries and laws just as any department o f 
science. The highest mathematics and the deep­ 
est study o f fo rces enter into the yacht design­ 
er's wo rk, while the ‘rule o 'thum b’ is relegated 
to the past, Mr. Burgess is an educated man, 
and he has fo llo wed his pro fessio n as far into 
the field o f science as any man has ever do ne, 
livery o ne o f his designs has been based upo n a 
principle definite to himself, but o nly guessed 
at by tho se who wo nder at the success o f his 
bo ats. . 1 believe that in his study o f the mo ve­ 
ment o f bo dies thro ugh a resisting medium he 
has 
disco vered 
a 
general 
fo rmula 
fo r 
such mo tio n 
which 
is 
kno wn 
o nly 
to 
himself. It is my impressio n that his disco very 
is based o n the study o f the waves caused by 
vessels when they pasa thro ugh the water. This 
subject has been wo rked o ut very fully o n the 
o ther side o f the o cean and the principles dis­ 
co vered have been applied to the co nstructio n o f 
the war ships o f fo reign natio ns. 
I believe 
that Mr. Burgess has go ne further than anybo dy 
else in this directio n and that he has reduced 
bis disco veries to an equatio n which represents 
the ideal bo at—the swiftest o ne that can be 
made witho ut departing abso lutely fro m reco g­ 
nized types. 
Having co me upo n such a disco v­ 
ery what must have been Mr. Burgess’s tho ught? 
Evidently, as he is a very shrewd yo ung man, 
wo uld 
be 
so mething 
like 
this: 
'.[ have befo re me the po ssibility o f making 
the fastest bo at aflo at but if I build her at o nce 
and then am unable to surpass her my reputa­ 
tio n and pro fit will bo less than they wo uld be 
if it were generally understo o d that each bo at I 
build will beat all 
o thers aflo at. 
On the 
ether hand, by co nstantly appro ximating mo re 
clo sely to the theo retically perfect bo at I can 
build a series eaeh o ne o f which ia better than 
tho se preceding her. 
This will give me a 
greater name and keep me lo nger befo re the 
public. ’ ” 
“On this principle we had the Puritan first, 
then the Mayflo wer, which was undo ubtedly a 
better bo at, and no w the Vo lunteer which beats 
them bo th. Will the next bo at surpass the 
three? I think it extremely do ubtful. When 
the lines o f the Thistle were kno wn o r at least 
her general design, Mr. Burgess at o nce said 
that she wo uld be a fast bo at, and the way he 
said it led many o f his friends to beiieve that 
be felt anxio us lest she sho uld pro ve a tro uble­ 
so me rival. Feeling this, has he embo died his 
best ideas in the Vo lunteer? It is an interest­ 
ing questio n. I believe he has. There is no 
do ubt that she excels the Mayflo wer by a much 
greater space than the Mayflo wer excelled the 
Puritan. 
There is a much greater 
differ­ 
ence in general appearance. 
It lo o ks as if 
several numbers o f the pro po sed series had been 
o mitted, and the final trium ph o f skill reached 
at a bo und. When the Puritan was first put 
under sail i’ll the yachtsmen were lo ud in their 
praise o f the way she qut thro ugh the water, 
making much less sea than a slo o p o f her size 
might be expccted to . When the Mayflo wer 
came the repo rts o f the races said: She cuts 
hro iyjh tho water even mo re gracefully than the 
uritan. But tho Vo lunteer is simply a marvel 
in this particular; she runs thro ugh the water as 
Silently as a fish. I say this o nly to emphasize 
my belief that a theo retical study o f the fo rma­ 
tio n o f waves and a strict mathematical de­ 
ductio n therefro m is all the basis o f Mr. Bur­ 
gess's success.” 
Perso nally, my friend had no do ubt that the 
Vo lunteer co uld beat the Thistle, tho ugh he ad­ 
m itted the latter to be a very fast bo at. What 
struck me mo st in hi« theo ry o f Mr. Burgess’s 
success was the preternatural sagacity and 
nerve which he attributed to the famo us de­ 
signer. What must have been his co nfidence in 
bis theo ry if ho co uld stake his fame and fo r­ 
tune o n what he knew to be o nly a partial real­ 
izatio n o f it—as the Puritan must have been o n 
this hypo thesis? 
And again, if the Sco tchman 
was against the Yankee this time wo can have 
very little ho pe o f regaining the cup, since that 
will pro ve that the canny Sco ts have disco vered 
a theo ry which is clo ser to nature s secret than 
that which Mr. Burgess has wo rked o ut.

The theo ry was given o ut that he had bro ught 
abo ut this* change by co nfining himself exclu­ 
sively to a meat cfiet—in o ther wo x*ds, that 
Co lo nel Ingerso ll had cut o ff fro m his list o f 
« dibles all vegetable matter o f every kind. 
The cure certainly do es no t seem to have been 
at all perm anent 
The great heretic o rato r is 
fatter than he ever was befo re in his life, and, 
mo reo ver, he has gro wn rapidly o ld. 
As he 
walks fro m place to place, his sho ulders sto o p 
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so me o ther man. 
Ingerso ll, with all his super­ 


fo rward, and nis clo thes hang upo n him ungrace­ 
fully, and as tho ugh they haa been made fo r 
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abundance o f tisue, used to bo a rather 
natty and elegant being. 
No w he lo o ks 
mo re o r less slo ucliy and careless, and be has 
also gro wn serio us m his manner. 
In fo rmer 
days his face beamed co ntinually with a smile 
o f bro ad and expansive pro po rtio ns. 
No w he 
go es alo ng with his hands fo lded bhind him, 
his eyes fixed upo n the pavement, and an ex- 
E 
ressio n o f deep* and so lemn meditatio n upo n 
is co untenance. 
He brightens up, ho wever, 
when he meets anybo dj” he kno ws, and the o ld 
lo o k o f geniality * co mes back into his face. 
They do say that since Ingerso ll had his severe 
illness last winter he has no t been tho same 
man in the bright and airy carelessness o f his 
daily life. 1 do no t mean by this that there has 
been any alteratio n in his views o f the 
hereafter. It is merely 
that his 
manner 
has changed, and that he* has gro wn to take a 
mo re so lemn and less light view o f things. 
He 
was a pretty Bick man during that illness o f his, 
and a go o d many o f his friends tho ught he 
wo uld never get well eno ugh to resume the 
ractice o f his pro fessio n. 
He is, ho wever, 
usily engaged in his law o ffices, and when the 
fall term o f co urt o pens he will be o ne o f the 
busiest emplo yed atto rneys in New Yo rk. 
In- 
gerso ll’s practice is eno rmo us, and pro bably 
nets him a larger inco me than is co mmanded by 
any o ther lawyer in New Yo rk, barring lio sco e 
Co nkling, who . they say, is taking clo se to 
$ 200,000 a year in ‘ fees. 
Ingerso ll is the at­ 
to rney fo r Mackay, Sto kes, and that clique o f 
o perato rs in telegraph co mpanies, and his 
inco me fro m that so urce 
alo ne 
is large 
eno ugh to enablo him to livo in the mo st expen­ 
sive and go rgeo us style. 
Ingerso ll himself is 
ho t a great spendthrift, but what he lacks in 
this directio n his daughters make up. 
It is said 
in New Yo rk that they “blo w in” very large sums 
axinually in the ways which wo men mo st de­ 
light to 'fo llo w, and* the big dry go o ds sto res 
pro fit to a very large extent fro m tho Ingerso ll 
family, year in and year o ut 
The Ingerso lls 
o ccupy a handso me mansio n o f Fifth avenue 
* hen they are in to wn. 
The members o f the 
family, I believe, are away just at present at 
so me o ne o f the summer reso rts, but the head 
o f the ho me, so to speak, prefers to remain in 
Ro w Yo rk and apply himself to his law cases.

dent to me, after a brief visit to my ho me in 
Indiana, that in every mo ve the president has 
made he has strengthened his ho ld upo n the 
affectio ns o f the peo ple. 
Ho is sure to 
have a seco nd term if he desires.” 
Speaking o f the nature o t his business with 
the President and the state department, Mr. 
Hanna remarked: “io u kno w I was called 
ho me by tho death o f my eldest so n; my daugh­ 
ter, to o , was near death’s do o r. 
So yo u see m r 
visit has no t been a very pleasant o ne. 
After 
the so rro wful dufy o f interring tho remains o f 
my so n, I turned my tho ughts to o fficial busi­ 
ness. 
“I bro ught ho me with me an extraditio n treaty 
with the Argentine Republic, which has beeii 
ratified by that go vernment. 
It co vers every 
kno wn crime, and the kno wledge o f its exist­ 
ence has caused many o f the American crimin­ 
als in the Argo ntine Republic to lo o k fo r quar­ 
ters elsewhere. 
Winslo w, tho American em­ 
bezzler, who is editing 7'h e Hera ld do wn there, 
can be had under the terms o f the treaty if it is 
ratified by o ur go vernment. 
He is o ne o f the 
mo st pro spero us men in So uth America. 
I had 
but little tro uble in securing a treaty with the 
Argentino 
go vernment, while Germany and 
England have lo ng tried to secure o ne witho ut 
avail. 
It is o vidence o f great friendship o f the 
republic fo r this co untry. 
One o f tho o bjects o f 
my visit to this city was to impress upo n tho 
go vernment o fficials the wisdo m o f availing o ur­ 
selves o f this friendship. 
“Germany and England co ntro l the trade with 
the Argentine Republic at present, tho fo rmer 
being in the line. 
A hundred steamers make 
regular trips to Bueno s Avrcs, but with shamo I 
say no t o ne o f them carries the stars and 
stripes. The Argentine autho rities wo uld rather 
ho ld clo se co mmercial relatio ns with this co un­ 
try, than any o ther. 
They have made an o ffer, 
$ 125,000 in go ld per annnm, the co ntract to 
run ten years, to any American steamship co m­ 
pany that will establish a mail line between 
New Yo rk and Bueno s Ayres, making no sto ps 
o n the Brazil co ast. 
It is my experience that 
co mmerce 
fo llo ws 
the 
mails. 
If a mail 
line 
is 
established, 
trade 
betweo n 
o ur 
co untry 
and 
Argentine 
will 
so o n 
o pen. 
Argentine is a pasto ral co untry. 
It is much 
ahead o f us in tho pro ductio n o f cereals. 
Its principal industries are preparing hides fo r 
the market and raising sheep fo r their wo o l. 
They have no co al o r wo o d and therefo re can­ 
no t manufacture. 
Wo sho uld manufacture fo r 
them. 
I favo r tho reductio n o f the tariff o n 
wo o l. 
If wo mo no po lized tho wo o l trade o f 
Argentine a great industry in this co untry 
wo uld be the result. 
“We co uld manufacturo the wo o l into fabrics 
and sell them the manufactured article, bo th 
deriving benefit fro m the transactio n. 
I tell 
yo n we o ught to keep an eye o n that co untry 
and no t let o thers derive ail the benefit o f the 
rich trade. 
England has $ 19 4,000 invested in 
railro ads there. 
There is a railro ad being built 
acro ss the Andes fro m Bueno s Ayres to Valpa­ 
raiso , which will be a great advantage to Eng­ 
land, as it will o pen direct co mmunicatio n with 
Australia witho ut the hazardo us passage o f the 
Straits o f Magellan. All we need to do is to step 
in and take tho trade. 
The peo ple there are 
mo re than friendly to us. 
They have ado pted 
o ur fo rm o f go vernment and co nditio n with but 
few mo dificatio ns. Their President is elected 
fo r o no term o f six years. 
Their co ngress is 
o rganized as o urs is. 
Instead o f states they 
have what they call pro vinces. Even their 
scho o l sysiem is co pied fro m that o f the Indiana 
no rmal scho o l. 
The president and Secretary 
Bayard have bo th assured me that they heartily 
favo r the ado pting o f a measure which will 
have the effect o f bringing this co untry into 
clo ser co mmercial relatio ns with Argentine. 
“Bo th realize tho impo rtance o f securing a 
fair share o f the So uth American trade, and 
kno w it canno t be do ne witho ut ships. 
I want 
mail steamers to go there. 
No w' mail fo r Ar­ 
gentine is dro pped at Rio de Janeiro and left to 
the mercy o f any vessel which may co me alo ng 
bo und fo r Bueno s Ayres. 
The republics o f the 
new wo rld sho uld all bo clo sely united and 
have co mmo n interests. 
I think the day is no t 
far distant when Brazil will have a republican 
fo rm o f go vernment. 
Then we will have an 
unbro ken line o f republics fro m Paraguay to 
Canada, as an o ffset to the mo narchical co un­ 
tries o f the eastern hemisphere. 
I return sat­ 
isfied that tho President and Secretary Bayard 
will acco mplish so mething in the way o f o pen­ 
ing up co mmunicatio ns with Argentine befo re 
many mo nths have ro lled by.”

It is o ne o f the easiest things in tho wo rld to

There s the late spring, the weather, 
the bills, the appetite, tho co o k, the mo squito , 
tho micro be, and the evo lutio nist 
Besides 
this, everybo dy is full o f faults, and if wo do 
no t see them, it must be because we are no t 
lo o king o ut fo r them. 
There are o ne’s neigh­ 
bo rs; no bo dy kno ws what a benefactio n neigh­ 
bo rs are till o no can find fault with them. It is 
o nly necessary to live with o r near peo ple to 
disco ver ho w vain and selfish, ho w extrava­ 
gant and niggardly, ho w indo lent, ho w fussv, 
and unlo vely they are. 
In mo st cases wo will 
disco ver that it is o ur friends who find the 
mo st fault with us, either because the}' lo ve 
us mo st, o r because we are so near them 
that they mo re readily perceive o ur failings 
than o ur graces. 
But it is a mistake to 
find fault to o o ften; o ne gets the reputatio n o f a 
shrew, and the co nstant nagging is irritating to 
the temper, and helps no o ne. 
To be to an­ 
o ther’s faults a little* blind seems to so me tho 
po o rest metho d. 
Wo do n’t need to be to ld o f 
o ur failings; no bo dy is as well aware o f them as 
we are o urselves. 
We kno w when we are jeal­ 
o us, when we are ill-tempered, when we are 
“to uchy,” when we are awkward and igno rant; 
and vet many seem to believe it their duty to 
acquaint us with all o ur sho rt-co mings in an 
exaggerated manner. 
If they o verlo o k any 
o ther duty, they aro diligent to attend to this. 
With so me peo ple it develo pes into a fine art. 
In certain mo o ds it is mo re agreeable to find 
fault than to praise; it sho ws mo re po wer o f 
mind, mo re cultivatio n, mo re talent fo r the 
study o f humanity; but tho se who are the 
mo st ready to pursue this art are tho mo st dis­ 
pleased if ano ther co nno isseur brings them in 
turn under his micro sco pe. 
We are pleased to 
call it analysis o f character when wo pick o ur 
neighbo r to pieces, and wish he was as agree­ 
able as o urso f^es, and if he sho uld beco me 
faultless, o ur o ccupatio n wo uld be go ne. 
We 
fa n c y o urselves bent upo n refo rm, but wo uld 
it no t so metimes give us a pang if we co uld see 
no thing to eaval at? 
*‘Oh, do n ’t th e days s?em lan k and Io n? 
W hen all go es riyh t and n o th in g go es w ro ng? 
A nd isn ’t yo ur life extrem ely Hat 
W ith n o thing w h atever to grum ble a t? ” 
The wo rld wo uld, indeed, be a ho llo w mo ck­ 
ery to many o f us if there were no t a wo rm in 
the bud, a wrinkle in the ro se leaf.

BANKS AND BANKErI . 


T h e R e al 
B an k an d 
th e T ru e B an k e r o f 
th e P r e s e n t C en tu ry . 
Fro m the Philadelphia Public I.edger. 
An intelligent co rrespo ndent o f this jo urnal 
signing himself “Lo mbardi,” writes in stro ng 
appro val o f yesterday’s edito rial entitled “Rail­ 
ro ad ‘Operatio ns,’ ” and desires the 
Led g er to 
make a fuller statement co ncerning the functio n 
o f legitimate banking and the real and true 
banker. It is no t surprising that ho suggests 
this, because there is so much no wadays in the 
way o f co vering and carrying “o ptio ns,” “marg­ 
ins,” “co rners” and “deals” o f vario us descrip­ 
tio ns in mo dern banking, that peo ple m ust nat­ 
urally find it difficult to distinguish what is the 
legitimate functio n o f the bank and banker. 
Of co urse it is quite impo ssiblo o n a subject 
which o ccupics many vo lumes o f bo o ks and 
essays to present any but a very brief expo si­ 
tio n, and, so far as this will go , wo think it ad­ 
visable to do what “Lo mbardi” suggests. 
The prime purpo se o f a bank is to enable the 
individual o r tho asso ciatio n o f individuals 
who have mo re mo ney than they need to get 
into ready and co nvenient co mmunicatio n with 
tho se who have less than they need and desire 
to bo rro w. 
It is designed also to bo a place fo r 
tho depo sit and safe custo dy o f tfie mo nevs o f 
tho se who require such acco mmo datio n. 
It is 
also a place where credito rs and debto rs who 
reside in lo calities distant fro m each o ther can 
find co nveniences by which co llectio ns can be 
made and debts discharged; also where ex­ 
changes can be made o f instruments in writing 
representing co mmo dities, o r any fo rm o f val­ 
uable pro perty can be turned into mo ney o r 
credit, and where mo ney can be turned into 
credit o r credit into mo ney. 
While these are 
but so me o f the real o ffices o r functio ns o f a 
bank o r a banker, they are the main o nes,» and 
will illustrate all the re st It is to bo under­ 
sto o d always, ho wever, that the o nly so lid fo un­ 
datio n fo r the bank is the capital and tho char­ 
acter o r credit o f the establishment, and by 
capital is meant actual mo ney o r actual pro perty 
o f a valuable kind, and by character o r credit 
is meant the reputatio n o r standing o f the 
banker o r the bank fo r 
pro bity acquired 
thro ugh ho no rable dealing thro ugh a co urse o f 
years. 
As a mo ney lending establishment its func­ 
tio n is to supply capital to carry o n industrial, 
trade, mercantile o r co mmercial o peratio ns, 
while the planter, manufacturer, transpo rter, 
trader o r merchant is waiting fo r the cash re­ 
turns fo r his pro ducts o r his service; also to 
furnish go vernments, municipal, state o r fed­ 
eral, with mo ney fo r their needs at times when 
they require such aid fo r their needs at tim es' 
when they require such aids fo r their o pera­ 
tio ns, whether o f peace o r o f war: also to en­ 
able wo rks o f impro vement to bo erected o r 
co nstructed, whether private, co rpo rate o r pub­ 
lic—all these being legitimate o peratio ns o f in­ 
dustry, trade, manufacture, mining, co mmerce 
o r valuable pro ductio n, o r fo r the pro mo tio n o f 
useful wo rks in so me fo rm. 
It is no t a legitimate functio n o r o ffice o f the 
bank o r banker to take two streaks o f o ld and 
rusty railro ad ¡iro n and a piece o f paper called 
“charter” o r “franchise,” with no thing else ai 
the back o f it, and make it the fo undatio n fo r 
the issue o f any amo unt o f o ther paper called 
“securities. ” which secure no thing. 
No r is it a 


a railro ad system, and again issue eno rmo us 
sums o f new securities o n them. 
The building 
o f a pyramid never was a very useful applica­ 
tio n o f effo rt, labo r o r mo ney, even when 
the pyramid was erected o n its bro ad and so lid 
base, and becam e a majestic o bject like that o f 
Cheo ps o n the Nile. Ho w infinitely mo re waste ­ 
ful, risky and absurd it is when the pyramid is 
started o n its apex and bears its impo sing mass 
in the air bo tto m upward. This is precisely tho 
kind o f structure that is co mmo nly set up by 
the “yo ung Napo leo ns o f Finance” in these lat­ 
ter days, likely to to pple o ver at any mo ment 
and spread disaster aro und the who le vicinity. 
Yo u never find the real bank o r tho true banker 
engaged in any such fo lly o r such dangero us 
wo rk as th at 
A VAST BASIN OF PURE~ SALT. 


O n o o f th o W o n de r s o f C o lo ra do ’s 
G r e a t 
D e s e rt. 
In the middle o f the Co lo rado deso rt there is 
a curio us depressio n in tho earth’s surface, 
thro ugh which the So uthern Pacific railro ad 
runs. 
The lo west po int is 2G0 feet belo w the 
sea level, and here is a great bo dy o f salt, mo re 
pure than any kno wn to co mmerce, and in an 
abundance that may supply the wo rld if all 
o ther reso urces sho uld bo exhausted. 
Fro m a 
po int o n the ro ad called Indio , the descent is 
rapid to this place o f salt It was o nce an in­ 
land sea, fro m which tho waters have appar­ 
ently passed away by-evapo ratio n, leaving a 
salt depo sit that resembles ice. 
Standing upo n 
its margin, says a writer in the San Francisco 
Arg o n a u t 
, wo lo o k upo n a perfectly level and 
white crust o f salt, so me thirty o r fo rty miles 
in length by perhaps twenty in width. 
A train way is laid o ver tho crust to a distance 
o f mo re than a mile, o ver which a steam dum ­ 
my and train o f freight cars run to the mill 
where the salt is gro und. 
Beyo nd tho mill a 
smaller engine p u s h e s its smaller cars farther 
o ut upo n the salt crust, where tho salt is gath­ 
ered. 
The pro cess o f co llecting is very simple. 
Labo rers, pro vided each with a wheelbarro w, 
sho vel and adz, go o ut upo n the salt field, pick 
the surface to the depth o f an inch o r two , 
gather barro w-lo ads, and wheel them to the 
cars. This salt crust varies in thickness; in 
so me places it is but a few inches abo ve tho 
mud and water, and so me places nearly five feet 
in thickness. Liverpo o l salt must be kiln-dried 
befo re being gro und. Nature sends this to tho 
mill so dry that it may be gro und as fine as 
flo ur. At the mill it is bagged and marked fo r 
shipment, and is ready fo r table o r dairy use. 
This salt is 9 0 per cent, pure, and is placed 
upo n the market at ‘New Liverpo o l.” It is un­ 
do ubtedly the purest salt in the m arket 
It is o n the rising slo pe fro m this salt mine, 
so me twenty miles away, and in the very heart 
o f the great Co lo rado desert, that tho So uthern 
Pacific peo ple have struck artesian water. At i 
a depth o f 450 feet a flo w o f 1,8 00 gallo ns an 
ho ur has been bro ught to the surface. 
Tho 
bo re is being pushed do wnward fo r further 
demo nstratio n. 
This disco very 
o f artesian 
water has caused the lo catio n o f abo ut two 
to wnships o f land, which is o f go o d so il, being 
co vered with a gro wth o f mo squito shrubbery 
and weeds. 
At the statio n, Indio , where tho 
co mpany had fo und water fo r train use by 
pumping, there is a gro wth o f pepper, lo cust, 
co tto nwo o d and palm trees, all do ing well and 
attaining great gro wth. 
Grapes, watermelo ns, 
to mato es, ro ses, geraniums and mo rning-glo ries 
are there seen in a flo urishing co nditio n, Grapes 
and watermelo ns ripen in June. 
The gentlemen who have lo cated this tro pical 
Eden will experiment in the directio n o f tro p­ 
ical pro ductio ns. 
Already rhey talk o f co tto n, 
co ffee and to bacco . 
That it will pro duce better 
o ranges than San Bernardino o r Riverside they 
do no t do ubt. 
San Francisco is to receive fro m 
this paradise its early watermelo ns, its berries, 
and sweet po tato es. 
Only a few miles fro m the 
line o f the ro ad is a gro ve o f 1,000 date palms, 
reaching a great height, and bearing the real 
but very small and inferio r date. 
The fo o thills 
are skirted all alo ng with theso palm trees. 
In 
these mo untains, it is said, aro pro ductive val­ 
leys, will supplied with water, but it sinks 
when it to uches the level o f the plain. 


BEER IN FRANCE. 


S tr ik in g In stan c e o f a H o g ’s A ttac h m e n t to 
I ts H ead M istress. 
F ro m th e C artersville (Ga.) C o uran t. 
Several years ago a lady in this place gave to 
o ne o f Mr. J. T. Owen's children a po o dle do g, 
which pro ved to be a very affectio nate creature, j 
and fro m its first entering the ho use it became 
very much attached to Mrs. Owen. 
It was al­ 
ways playful and delighted in no thing so much 
as being no ticed, receiving the caresses o f vis­ 
ito rs as gladly as a child, and gifted with rea­ 
so n. 
During the pro tracted illness o f Mrs. Owen 
the little pet wo uld, at meal time, go to its mis­ 
tress to be fed, where it received its meals reg­ 
ularly fro m her hand. 
During the last few days 
o f Mr« . Owen’s illness, when she was unable to 
give it the accusto mo d attentio n, it was no ticed 
even by tho se who had been visiting the ho use 
that “Bessio ” had lo st her spirit o f playfulness 
and lo o ked dejected. 
When her mistress died,

remained under the co ffin until the remains 
were taken fro m the ho use. Fo r days afterward 
she clung to that ro o m, lying in a chair beside 
the bed, and altho ugh she had never been 
kno wn to get o n a bo d befo re, she wo uld, after 
the death o f her mistress, jump o n the bed and 
scratch do wn the co ver, evidently hunting fo r 
her best and lo st frienn, refusing mo st o f the 
time to eat fo r days at a time, eating so little 
that it seemed she must necessarily die fro m 
starvatio n. 
Occasio nally she made an effo rt to 
rally, but in a eho rt time wo uld relapse into the 
same state o f glo o m and despo ndency. 
Fo r the last few weeks she bad almo st en­ 
tirely abstained fro m fo o d until she became a 
living skeleto n. 
On last Sunday mo rning when 
the family aro se and o pened the do o r, little 
Bessie crawled fro m her co mfo rtable bed o n 
the back piazza and so ftly crept into the ro o m 
o f her yo ung mistress and stretched herself 
upo n the flo o r under the fo o t o f the bed and 
die d witho ut a struggle. 
Her actio n fro m the 
da y she lo st her mistress sho wed plainly that 
she was grieving deeply and callled fo rth much 
tender svmpathy and added grief to tho se who 
alro ady had their lo ad to bear, but who had 
reaso n to suppo rt them.

Paris has just held a beer exhibitio n, and the 
Parisians pi'o fess asto nishment at tho vastness 
o f the reso urces and the extent o f tho industry 
o f beer-brewing as displayed. 
If the Parisian 
wo uld, ho wever, take the pains to Btro ll fro m 
end to end o f Paris o ne o f these summer even­ 
ings he wo uld see tho usauds upo n tho usands o f 
peo ple seated in the innumerable brasseries o r 
beer-halls with which Paris is no w studded, 
and wo uld co mprehend lio iv it is that 
tho 
French brewers alo ne are brewing 8 ,000,000 
o f hecto litres o f beer annually, and between 
300,000 and 400,000 hecto litres o f fo reign 
beer are every year bro ught into the co untry. 
There are two parties in Franco with regard 
to the beer questio n. 
One party is vigo ro usly 
o ppo sed to what it calls the Germanizatio n o f 
France by beer drinking and to co ntributing to 
German pro sperity by drinking Go rman beo r. 
The o ther po ints *o n't that England, Belgium, 
Germany and Switzerland buy every year in 
France eno rmo tis quantities o f tfie grains which 
serve to make beer, and that no harm is do ne 
to the financial equilibrium o f tho co untry by 
the purchase o f a few hundred carlo ads o f Go r­ 
man brew. 
Of co urse, the eno rmo us increase 
in the co nsumptio n o f beer is due to tho rav­ 
ages o f tho plivllo xera. 
A distinguished no velist to ld mo 
the o ther 
day that in his native 
district in Pro vidence, 
when he was a yo uth, go o d wino was always so 
plentiful that at the cabaret o ne so u per ho ur 
was charged fo r tho se who eat drinking, and 
that frequently vast quantities o f 
wino were 
given away by pro spero us o wners o f vineyards 
because they co uld no t co nsume it, and it wo uld 
no t pay to expo rt it. 
To -day, in the same dis­ 
trict, go o d o rdinary wines are as expensivo as in 
Paris. 
Beer is cheap and co mparatively harmless, 
and all classes o f Parisians aro no w ado pting it 
as a beverage. 
M. de Cherville po inted o ut two 
o r three years ago in able essay that if this went 
o n fo r half a generatio n it wo uld cause a change 
in the natio nal temperament, and he undo ubt­ 
e dly spo ke the truth. 
German beer trains run 
into Paris regularly every day, and all the as­ 
saults in the press*upo n this German im po rta­ 
tio n, saying that it is unhealthy, adulterated, 
etc., have no t prevented the French public fro m 
buying it
